‘Tuesday next. 

Packages must be brought, unwrapped 
and unsealed, for inspection to the Food 
Conservation room (next postoffice). 
Postmaster McDonald and his assist- 
ants will inspect the contents, wrap and 
fasten the cartons, and affix the soldiers’ 
label.

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School Loses Loyal Friend — War Tablet toBe Unveiledat Two,0’Clock 


Fund Drive—TwoMenin Service. 


The death of George X. McLanahan, 
P. A. 92, is of more than passing interest 
to many persons in Andover not directly 
associated with the school, for Mr. Mc- 
Lanahan was a man of unusual quali- 
ties of friendship and is probably more 
widely and intimately known than any 
one else of his time in the school. He 
has been one of the school’s most loyal 
supporters, in constant touch with its 
interests, and active in furthering its 
welfare. His friendly and disinterested 
relations with men of prominence in 
Washington has frequently furnished 
to those who were privileged to know 
him, access to the leaders in the affairs 
of the nation as well as to representa- 
tives from foreign countries. In his 
death the school loses one of its staunch- 
est friends and the country a citizen of 
the highest ideals. 

Mr. McLanahan was a lawyer, his 
offices being in the Union Trust Build- 
ing in Washington. He had many 
philanthropic interests. He was very 
active in the International Y. M. C, A, 
and had recently been made a trustee 
of Berea College. The following notice 
was taken from the Washington Hérald: 

“George Xavier McLanahan, lawyer 
and former owner of The Washington 
Herald, died at Johns Hopkins Hospital, 
Baltimore, Tuesday evening. 

Mr. McLanahan became owner of 
The Washington Herald in 1908, and 
until it passed into the hands of Clinton 
T. Brainard, the present owner, re- 
mained in active control of the paper. 

‘His death came after a long illness, 
treatment for which he had been un- 
dergoing at the Baltimore hospital 
for the last seven months. The pre- 
ceding winter had been spent on the 
Pacific Coast in a vain search for health. 

“Mr. McLanahan was born in New 
Hamburg, N. Y., in 1872, the son of 
George and Helen McLanahan. Part 
of his primary education was- received 
in Washington at the Columbia school, 
and in Dresden, Saxony. After his 
return from abroad, he was sent to 
Andover College, and afterwards to 
Yale, with which schools he had been 
closely connected until the time of his 
death. « 

During his life in Washington he was 
especially interested in education and in 
religious work. For the last few years he 
was treasurer, of Gallaudet College 
trustee of Berea College, Ky., president 
Association of Washinton president of 
the Alumni Board of Phillips Academy, 
Andover; deacon of the Church of the 
Covenant and on several of the commi- 
tees of the local Y.M.C.A. 

Since his graduation from Yale Uni- 
versity he had never given up his close 
connection with the university and frat- 
ernal organization joined while a stu- 
dent there. He had bcen for many 
years a member, of the Psi -Upsilon 
council, and Yale Advisory Board. 

Mr.* McLanahan leaves a wife and 
four children, Mrs. Caroline Duer 
McLanaban, George X. McLanahan, Jr. 
Duer, Helen and Louise McLanahan. 

Funeral services will be held at two 
o'clock Thursday afternoon from his 
home 2031 Q street, northwest.”

The news of the sudden death of 
Hobart E. Early, P. A. ’21, captain 
of last year’s baseball team and well 
known in Andover brings home closer 
the extent of the ravages of the recent 
epidemic of influenza in army camps. 
Early had only just joined the Marines 
and had reported for duty at Paris 
Island, South Carolina. His illness 
was comparatively short, and until a 
few hours before his death seemed to be 
distinctly on the wane. The relapse 
which he suffered just at the time when 
he was believed to be on the road to 
recovery, proved too much even for 
his splendid strength. The funeral was 
held at his home in Medford on Wednes- 
Members of-his ‘society 
and the academy acted as bearers, and 
Marines were present and fired the 
customary volley and sounded taps at 
the grave. 


A letter has been received from the 
father of lieutenant William H. Taylor, 
P. A. ’18, who went to France with the 
Ambulance Unit a year ago last spring, 
and who later joined the aviation corps, 
giving details of the battle in the air 
in which lieutenant Taylor lost his 
life on September 18th. Lieut. Taylor 
was attacked by three Fokker machines. 
He fought bravely, but was hopelessly 
outnumbered, and fell within the Ger- 
man lines.

Private William Joseph Myatt of 
Battery C, 60th U.S. Field Artillery, 
has been in some kind of an accident 
according to a message sént to his 
father, Norman Myatt of Highland 
road. He is stationed at Camp Jack- 
son in South Carolina and is now in the 
base hospital there recovering “as well 
as can be expected.” 

Private Myatt is twenty-four years 
old and enlisted last May. He was 
stationed at Fort Myer, Va., as a mem- 
ber of the U.S. Cavalry but over a 
month ago he was transferred to Camp 
Jackson. His brother, John, is a mem- 
ber of the U.S. Guards and is stationed 
in Springfield.

A letter came last week saying that 
Private Wm..A. R. Gordon of the Sea- 
forth Highlanders, British Expedition- 
ary Forces was severely wounded, Sept. 

In_the second battle of 
Cambrai he was hit by shrapnel in 
the right thigh so that twelve stitches 
were taken in it. He was in the hospital 
for eleven days, then he got up too soon 
with the result that the wound was 
broken open so that he had to go back 
to bed again. He was still in the hos- 
pital at Newport, South Wales, at the 
time of writing, October twelfth. 

His letter told of having been over the 
top six times in less than two months 
and of the narrow escape, he had of los- 
ing his leg altogether. He also tells 
of how good the people of Wales are 
to the wounded and that it seems great 
to be in a clean bed after lying for 
months in the open in all kinds of 
weather. 

He enlisted “August 4, 1917, with the 
McLean Kilties, Canadian Forces, for 
England where he received his training. 
He was soon transferred to the infantry, 
and had been in active service for seven 
months before being wounded. 

He is a member of Clan Johnston, 
O.S.C No. 185 of Andover.

Sugar Now Three Pounds Per Person 
per Month 


Notwithstanding the fact that up to 
the present time every figure available 
showed that two pounds of sugar per 
person per month was all the sugar 
that our people could expect, we are 
now pleased to announce to the people 
of Massachusetts that we have been 
in constant close touch with the Federal 
Food Administration in connection 
with the entire sugar situation, and we 
now find that ,owing to the increase in 
shipping facilities, it has been deemed 
wise by the Federal Food Administra- 
tion ,to our great pleasure, to increase 
the allotment, beginning November 1, 
1918, to three pounds of sugar per person 
per month. 

The peopte of Massachusetts certainly 
deserve this additional amount, because 
their loyalty in carrying out the request 
of the Federal Food Administration has 
been of tremendous help in connection 
with the whole sugar situation. 

This increase of 50 per cent will apply 
to grocers, ‘hotels, clubs and restaurants 
who have already received their certifi- 
cates for November. They will be sent 
additional certificates to cover the 50 per » 
cent increase. | 

All rules limiting the consumer to two | 
pounds. per person per month are modi- 
fied to allow three pounds per person per 
month. 

There will be’ no increase in the allot- 
ment to Classes A, B, and D,,which in- 
clude manufacturers and bakers.

Sugar Prices in Many Lands 


The total sugar consumption in the 

United States for the fiscal year 1917-18 

was 8,218,582,000 pounds. In Great 

y Britain the total consumption for 1916 

amounted to 3,131,198,000 pounds. In 

France for the same period it was 1,141, 

242,000 pounds; in Italy, 553,906,000 

pounds; while in Canada for the year 

ending March 31, 1917, the total amount 

of sugar consumed “was 704,400,000 
pounds. 

The wholesale cost of sugar per 100 
pounds on May 1, was $8.07 in Canada, 
$12.59 in England, $1228. in France, 
and $26.30 in Italy, as compared with 
$7.30 in this country. The average 
wholesale cost per 100 pounds in the 
allied countries was $12.52}; so that if 
the United States had paid the same 
price for sugar as that paid by the 
allied countries our national sugar bill 
would have been increased by $429,419, 
864.50. 

In Sweden sugar is now selling at 14 
cents a pound, Spain at 19 cents, Brazil 
at 25 cents, Portugal at 21.4 cents, and 
India at 14 cents. 

This makes it a little easier doesn’t 
it, to go without that extra spoonful 
every morning?

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As Fighting Army, so must Civil 
Army be One in War Work 
Campaign 
Everybody has known of the quiet 
work of the Salvation Army in this 
country, and now the boys across are 
writing home about the big helpful 
spirit of this organization at the front. 
They- have their kitchens and their 
rest huts everywhere and active firing 
does not daunt these brave workers. 
Evangeline Booth, of the Salvation 
Army in America, has written to show 
that back of all the seven organizations 
which are included in this War Work 
Drive, is a unity of purpose binding 
them together, but, they nevertheless, 
do not need to lose their identities any- 

more than the Allied Nations. 

“All personal and private leanings, 
whether they pertain to the church, 
politics, social ethics or the imaginary 
lines of caste, should be swept aside in 
the crisis of war, and the guiding 
thought should be service. War relief 
must be rooted in a genuine determina- 
tion to help without giving hindrance. 
It can best be done hy the practical 
organizations, qualifying’ under the 
rules of common sense, aS a_ unified 
whole. If it was good for the Allies 
to weld their giant armies and navies 
into one vast unit, and place the same 
under one control, it is good for the 
war relief organizations to adopt the 
same ploicy-for in unity, findeed, there 
is strength. 

I do not mean by this that any or- 
ganization or particular creed or de- 
nomination should aink its - entire 
individuality as in a great melting 
pot for such unified service. Bur I 
do mean that there should be a concert 
of action; and in consequence, a more 
highly intelligent effort to reach the 
point of saturation in the work to be 
done. 

When the armies of the Allies were 
placed under General Foch and :the 
strategy of war was left, so far as the 
Allies were concerned, to a single war 
council, it was not found necessary to 
erase. the marks: of identity from any 
unit. French soldiers , remained~ just 
as French as ever they had been. The 
British Tommies are still their old 
selves. The Americans, assuredly, for- 
feited none of their individuality as the 
most marvelous fighting machine put 
together as if overnight, in the history 
of mankind. 

Yet they became, of a sudden, cogs 
in a vast machine. They toiled and 
struggled for a common purpose. And 
when General Foch finally was cloaked 
with the authority and power which 
enabled him to direct the forces of 
righteousness, each contingent in its 
place, and without duplication or con- 


fusion, that instant Germany was beaten 
When co-ordination swept: through the 
forces of the Allies, Germany no longer 
had a chance to win. 

So, in war relief. Never apart in our 
righteousness, we must think as one, 
strike as one, suffer as one, and rejoice 
as one—if we are going to be worth 
anything at all to the soldier and to 
the sailor, in his extremity. 

This is the spirit of the seven great 
war relief organizations our president 
has commissioned to do this big thing— 
the spirit to stick alongside the boys 
sent to do the battling, and help them 
materially and spiritually to with- 
stand the greatest ordeal in the world’s 
history—to oversome the greatest mon- 
ster of evil that has ver reared its head. 

We seven will do the job, Mothers 

and Fathers! 

Trust us! Help us! 

We are seven—we are one! 


Need for Using Fish 


The necessity of saving meats is not 
over; ‘ior will it(come to an-immediate 
end with the war. The action of the 
Federal Food Administration is limit- 
ing to one kind of meat at a meal, 
service of food in public places, shows 
this plainly. This action only serves 
to emphasize further the fact that these 
days patriotic Americans are, as far as 
possible, substituting other foods for 
meat. Vegetables of many kinds are 
exceptionally high and more han 
ordinarily scarce this season. Cheese, 
urged as a substitute for meat, is- also 
within the conservation measures taken 
by the Federal Food Administration. 
What then, may one logically substitute 
for meat, without in any way embar- 
rassing the Government? There is but 
one answer; Fish. 

Fish, although its supply is by no 
means over-adequate, is the one food 
consistent and liberal consumption of 
which will not interfere with Govern- 
ment activities or government mandates. 
There are several reasons for this;— 

Fish is an automatically supplied 
product, i. e. it requires neither labor 
nor capital for production. It uses 
labor and capital only in gathering the 
crop. 

Fish is a highly périshable food in its 
natural state, and for that reason is not 
so readily exportable as meats or vege- 
tables. It is therefore the most logical 
food product for home consumption. 

The catching of fish has no strictly 
limited seasons. Unlike meat, edible 
fish are always available; unlike vege- 
tables, edible fish (with some minor 
exceptions) have no varying seasons. 
The catching and marketing of fish is 
therefore an every-day-in-the-year busi- 
ness, engaged in by a force of specially 
trained men. As the men manning 
fishing vessels or engaged in the industry 
are today for one reason or another 
draft-exempt, this personnel is not sub- 
ject to change. 

Fish can be cooked without the use 
of prohibited fats. The market affords 
almost unlimited variety. There is no 
waste to fish as compared to meat. 


The waiter in a Pittsburg hotel who 
has invested “his many years’ savings, 
amounting to $5000,” in Liberty Bonds, 
has probably spent his income freely 
as he went along.—Boston Globe. 


UNIVERSITY EXTENSION 


Americanization is the Aim of 
Massachusetts Board 
of Education. 


In order to help promote good citizen- 
ship or Americanization, the Massachu- 
setts Board of Education have estab- 
lished a Department of University 
Extension which will work with indus- 
tries, public schools and other agencies 
toward bringing about English as the 
common language. The following out- 
line has been prepared to aid in this 
work for all. 

There are more than 118,000 persons 
in Massachusetts, ten years of age and 
over, who are unable to read and write 
in any language. 

In addition, there are more than 
215,000 persons, ten years of age and 
over, who are unable to read and write 
English. 

Altogether, there are nearly 350,000 
persons, 90 per cent of whom are twenty- 
one years of age or more, who cannot 
cooperate with efficiency in the govern- 
ment’s war work. 

Practically all of the great industries 
in Massachusetts are manned by foreign 
born. . 

Particularly is this true of the woolen 
and cotton industries where the foreign 
born constitute seven-eighths and nine- 
tenths, respectively ,of the working 
force. 

With these facts in mind, James A. 
Moyer, director of the Department of 
University Extension, State Board of 
Education, yesterday announced plans 
by which industry can further help to 
win the war, contribute to the success 
of the Americanization movement, pro- 
mote good citizenship, and benefit both 
industry and labor by cooperating with 
the department in. teaching English 
to foreign born workers. 

Industry already is cooperating to a 
large extent, and the Department of 
University Extension, which is work- 
ing in coordination with other agencies 
including the state bureau of immi- 
gration, plans for the establishment of 
classes for the teaching of English 
wherever there are non-English speak- 
ing workers. 

Included in the department’s sug- 
gestion to industry made yesterday by 
Director Moyer are these: 

1. Organize classes to be taught by 
teachers furnished by local public 
school authorities, or by volunteer 
teachers recruited from the community, 
or by factory workers, such as foremen, 
on factory time, or by persons em- 
ployed by the factory for this particular 
purpose. 

(Such classes could also be located 
in rooms outside the factory and con- 
ducted in whole or in part upon factory 
time, according to convenience and 
equipment.) ; 

2, Appoint a superintendent, foreman 
or other official charged with duty of 
urging immigrant employees to attend 
such classes. or night schools to learn 
English and obtain vocational training. 

3. Insert notices of classes and benefits 
in foreign language papers and distri- 
bute posters and circulars, printed in 
foreign languages, on subject. 

4. Register and list all non-English 
speaking employes for assistance of 
school officials and schools. 

5. Request school authorities to en- 
roll employes in plant whenever pos- 
sible. 

6. Hold plant meetings and invite 
school officials, teachers and mothers to 
address employes on advantages of 
classes. 

7. Encourage attendance at such 
classes and resultant increase in effi- 
ciency and economy by bonuses, wage 
increases, promotion, or time off while 
attending class. 

The Department of University Ex- 
terision has engaged the services of Mr. 
Charles F. Towne, an expert in immi- 
grant education, and is cooperating 
with industry in this work. 

By assisting employers to arouse the 
interest od foremen, skilled workers 
and leading representatives of foreign 
groups employed at their factories in 
the national campaign to make English 
the common language. 

By training teachers, some of whom 
are factory employes, some 
school teachers and others recruited 
from the community. 

By preparing lesson and instruction 
sheets for the use of teachers. 

By assisting employers of labor and 
public school authorities to join hands 
in the work. 

By establishing standards of teacher 
training, class organization and equip- 
ment and of pupil achievement. 

All services of the department in this 
connection are free to both employer 
and worker. 

‘Long experiment,’’ Mr. Moyer said 
yesterday, “has shown that the teach- 
ing of English benefits the employer 
materially by reducing accidents and 
compensation costs and increasing ef- 
ficiency, factory spirit, and output. 

“It also benefits, the worker,”’ he 
continued, ‘by enabling him to obtain 
increased wages and better home condi- 
tions. Through it he obtains the pride 
of citizenship. 

“The war has caused thinking persons 
to realize the need of national unity. 
National unity can be based only upon 
complete understanding, and complete 
understanding is possible only through 
a common language. 

“The importatice of this work is not 
generally understood just now; the 
people at large are only just beginning 
to perceive its advantages to those first 
concerned and to them. Every day the 
the work gains. One of its first and 
most important effects has been to 
destroy enemy propaganda.”’

of salt, some liked a little sugar; then 
add rye meal for a thick batter and drop 
from a tablespoon wet in cold water into 
boiling fat. 

This recipe was sometimes varied with 
applebits, then a little sweetening was 
used, grated rind of lemon also came 
handy. If substitutes are used, 1 quart 
of flour to one pint of milk can be tried, 
as substitutes are uncertain ‘‘swellers”’, 
but the batter can be nearly as thick as 
for doughnuts that are rolled. 

The family recipe most successful in 
1861-65 came from Mrs. N. F. Flint’s 
mother, who gave it to me: One pint 
of sour milk and 1 teaspoon of soda dis- 
solved in water, 3 eggs well beaten, 
added to the milk, with 2 tablespoons of 
molasses, 1 teaspoon of salt, and rye 
meal for a drop batter; add the soda 
after half the meal has gone in. An- 
other was 4 cups of rye to 2 eggs and 2 
teaspoons of cream tartar in the flour 
and one scant teaspoon of soda to a cup 
of sweet milk if sour milk was short. 

This way of treating the rye we kids 
all hated, was very popular. Rye coffee 
was particularly exasperating. Brown 
bread crust coffee went better and we 
learned to drink shells, which for some 
reason never failed the civil war mar- 
ket. I do not know anything about the 
cost of vegetable boiling fats for fritters, 
because one can’t boil oil over an open 
flame safely, but I do know that fritters 
—hbatters boiled in fat—are fine for 
most desserts, with a tasty sauce, and 
liked by men and boys. One waiter at 
Judge Morton’s used to make delicious 
fritters of which I only recall the ex- 
cellent chocolate sauce served with 
them and alike with the small egg gems 
we called popovers made excellent 
puddings for emergencies, and time is 
money in these days. I have been able 
to use most fritter recipes containing 
fruit with the saute process with plenty 
of fat, dipping the fat over the little flat 


| cake in my tiny omelet pan and turning 


it over, and all the self-raising mixtures 

like Aunt Jemima, Teco, etc., can serve 

to furnish this cheap form of dessert.

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THE SOLDIERS’ FRIEND 


Joseph Lee, President War Camp 
Community Service, Tells What 
Their Organization Does 


‘This war is largely a fight for people’s 
homes—for the homes of Belgium and 
France—yes and of this country too, and 
the Boche is not finding the home-lov- 
ing American boys particularly soft. 

The aim of the War Camp Commun- 
itv Service is to prevent social starva- 
tion among our soldiers and sailors in 
the training camps. The danger from 
this source is very serious and very real. 
Our soldiers, sailors and marines are 
young men ranging largely from eighteen 
to thirty-one years of age. They are 
away from their homes and home asso- 
ciations—often for the first time. They 
are separated from their friends and 
neighbors, from their church, from their 
club or fraternity and other customary 
social resources and from their business 
associates. They are robbed of their 
usual forms of recreation and, most im- 
portant of all, they are deprived of the 
society of girls-and older women. 

They are at the same time set down 
amid novel and dreary surroundings 
and, put to, work at tasks which soon 
become tedious and uninteresting: drill 

walking up and down again—relieved 
by spells of ditch digging or washing 
dishes. 

The great longing of a young man so 
placed is for a change-s-to get away and 
see something different from wooden 
barracks and dusty streets, and for 
some taste of those normal social rela- 
tions of which they have been so sudden- 
ly deprived... 

The work of the War Camp Commu- 
nity Service is to furnish as near as 
possible these social necessities. 

The processes are many and interest- 
ing: 

For instance: 

A first sergeant of a certain company 
of men called up one of our headquarters 


‘to see if it was not possible for us to get 


up a dance or something. 

“The men need it bad”, he said. 

The telephone was answered by one 
of our women workers and $he said: 

“When do you want the dance?”’ 

“Tonight,” 

“Tlow many girls?” . 

“Sixty will do, I suppose.” 

“We will call it eighty. I will have 
them there and a dozen chaperones to 
see that everything goes as it should 
and to take them home.”’ 

“You say you will get them there?’ 

“Yes, there-and home—we have autos 
lent us for the purpose so don’t trouble 
yourseif any more about it.” 

So the dance was held, and was so 
successful that the sergeant told me 
afterwards that it had been the salva- 
tion of his company.

The American First army has 
thrown the Germans into a general re- 
treat on a fourteen mile front. The 
flight is so rapid the Americans are

Austria has accepted the armistice 
terms offered by General Diaz, and 
hostilities against her have ended, An 
official announcement at Vienna tells 
of the signing of the armistice and 
says Austrian troops already have beeu 
ordered to cease hostilities. 

Allied naval occupation of Constan- 
tinople is reported. Many of the war- 
ships that wedged their way through

Fifteen Austrian divisions operating 
between the Brenta and the Piave find 
their retreat cut off through the cap- 
ture of the mountain pass of Vadal, in 
the center of the battle line, by Italian 
and allied troops. 


WASHINGTON 


' Washington hears that the allied 
war council is considering as one of 
the armistice terms to Germany that 
the entire German army be withdrawn 
to a line 80 miles within the German 
boundary, thus surrendering the entire 
line of the Rhine defenses. The naval 
conditions already have been decided 
on, They provide for surrender of all 
U boats and insure safety at sea. 

Final reports to the treasury depart- 
ment show the fourth Liberty Loan 
was oversubscribed $866,000,000, Every 
federal reserve district made an over- 
subscription, Boston leading, with a 
percentage of 126, and New York com- 
ing sixth, with 111 per cent.

A 
constant stream of prisoners is pass- 
ing to the rear. On the left the French 
have cleared the enemy from their part 
of the Argonne. 

Two drives were begun by the allies, 
Americans taking part in each, One 
was in Flanders toward the Scheldt be- 
low Audenarde und the other north- 
west of the Meuse. In the latter sector 
General Pershing’s troops pushed for- 
ward between the river and Grandpre 
several miles, capturing ‘a number of 
villages, On their left around Attigny 
the French advanced. The object of 
both is to turn the large forests on the 
north and attack Mezieres, 

General Pershing’s forces attacked 
the German positions on the front 
northwest of Verdun, At least a dozen 
villages were captured, More than 
8,000 prisoners were taken. 

Near the sea, where the American 
contingent is engaged, three bridge- 
heads have been established on the 
east bank of the Piave. 

A transport carrying 6,000 American 
troops arrived at a British port. Only 
50 cases of influenza were reported 
and one death,

FOREIGN 


Italian forces landed at Trieste, and 
Italian armies occupied Trent, the two 
main objectives of Italy in the war. 
More than 100,000 Austro-Hungw ian 
prisoners were taken and more than 
3,000 Zuns, 

The German war council is reported 
by Berlin papers to be strongly oppos- 
ed to the abdication of the Kaiser, 
While no unanimous, binding action 
has been taken, there is said to be a 
growing unanimity of feeling that he 
should remain. 

The Swiss army is being cut to a 
strict minimum. Only border guards 
to prevent smuggling and espionage 
are being kept. 

An approaching crisis in the Span- 
ish cabinet is foreseen in the resigna- 
tion of Senor Dato, foreign minister, 
growing out of Spain's negotiations 
with Germany over interned ships selz- 
ed, following the sinking of Spanish 
ships by U boats. The fall of the 
whole Maura ministry is expected, 

Soldiers in sympathy with the popu- 
lation at Budapest have proclaimed a 
republic and have seized all of the 
government buildings. 

Street battles are taking place in 
Vienna, with rioters singing the “Mar- 
seillaise,” waving yellow flags and 
yelling, “Down with the Hapsburgs!”

AVIATORS MUST DO “STUNTS” 


Feats That Seem Foolhardy Really 
Are Most Necessary in the Train- 
ing of /irmen. 


Before the war there was, says Hd- 
win Bidwell Wilson in the Yale Re- 
view, much criticism of professional 
exhibiting aviators who, to thrill spec- 
tators, put their machines into all 
Sorts of dare-devil attitudes and fre- 
quently themselves came _ suddenly 
down to death. In fighting, the ability to 
dc all manner of “stunts” is essential. 
The more completely a pilot can con- 
trol his machine, the more easily he 
can toss it hither and thither—cutting 
figure-eights, looping the loop, nose 
civing and tail diving—the better 
chance he has for his own life and 
the more certain he is to get his op- 
ponent. Sad as are the continual re- 
ports of death by accident at our avia- 
tion training camps, we may rest as- 
sured that for an untrained pilot to 
go overseas to the front is almost cer- 
tainly fatal, and that for every life 
lost in training, many are saved in 
fighting. Fortunately airplanes today 
are so much stronger structurally and 
so much better equipped and con- 
trolled than before~the war, that this 
necessary “stunting” in school and on 
the field is no longer really dangerous 
--the real danger now lies in physical 
inability to “stunt.” Not only must 
the pilot of the single-seated fighting 
scout be thoroughly expert on the 
wing, he also must be a crack shot 
with his machine gun. Small wonder 
that it takes months and months to 
train an aviator who may develop into 
an ace.

It is claimed 
that it blows a chamber twice the size 
of that caused by T. N. T. (trinitro- 
toluol). In the manufacture of nitro- 
byronel neither nitroglycerin nor to- 
luol is used. It is a hydrocarbon ob- 
tained by a by-product in coke-oven 
processes. 

It 1s estimated that 50,000,000 pounds 
of glycerin is used in American in- 
dustrial concerns, and a big saving in 
this important material, now growing 
searce, can be effected through the 
employment of nitrobyronel. 

If a shortage of glycerin should be- 
come imminent, the Oil, Paint and 
Drug Reporter believes that the gov- 
ernment would promptly start in to 
manufacture nitrobyronel.--

The officers went down, and the enemy 
guns woke up. The two boys made 
cover with their gun and answered the 
fire. Before the day had fairly broken, 
they had “cleaned out” the nest of 
enemy guns and had their own gun 
advantageously placed.

Aerial Postal Service. 

Negotiations for aerial postal serv- 
ice have been completed between the 
British and Dutch governments, and 
Holland is very busy making final ar 
rangements.

Austrian Child-Slaves. 

The report of a parliamentary com- 
mittee appointed to investigate condi- 
tions surrounding child labor in Aus- 
tria discovered a most deplorable con- 
dition, according to the Arbeiter Zel- 
tung of Vienna. More than one-third 
of all schoolchildren are engaged in 
some kind of work. In some districts 
all the children of school age are work- 
ing. Out of every 100 schoolchildren 
‘between. six and eight years, 18 are at 
work; between nine and ten, 35; be- 
tween eleven and twelve, 50, and he- 
tween thirteen and fourteen, 52. Two- 
fifths of these children have been 
working from the time they were five 
or six years old. 


Accurate Shooting. 

In France a German plane, swoop- 
ing around a farmhouse, was startled 
and soon driven away by very accurate 
rifle fire. At least the firing was ac- 
curate enough to convince Fritz that 
he was in no safe neighborhood.

The Commission for Relief in Bel- 
gium 


Mr. Hoover stated to-day that a 
program for the next twelve months had 
been arranged for the relief of the ten 
million Belgians and French people 
now within territory occupied by the 
Germans. This program is estimated 
estimated to cost during the twelve 
months, for purchase and transporta- 
tion, approximately two hundred and 
eighty million dollars. The finance 
has been arrangedon the basis of ad- 
vances to be made by loans from the 
United States to the Belgian and French 
governments in amounts sufficient to 
pay for the material purchased in the 
United States. The British and French 
governments are advancing in Europe 
the sums necessary to meet the expen- 
ditures made there for shipping and for 
foodstuffs coming from quarters other 
than the United States. Foodstuffs 
are delivered through the Commission 
up to the Belgian frontier, where the 
distribution and rationing are taken 
charge of by Belgian and French or- 
ganizations, which were organized by 
the Americans in the early stages of the 
war. 

The security of both imported and.na- 
tive food production from German re- 
quisition is guaranteed by the Dutch 
and Spanish governments, who main- 
tain agents in the occupied area to see 
that the production and distribution are 
not interfered with by the German Army 

The Belgian and French population in 
the occupied territory are in desperate 
need of clothing, as they have now been 
four years without the import of tex- 
tiles, and there is, of course, no local 
production .The Relief Commission 
has from year to year been supplying 
large quantities of: sedond-hand cloth- 
ing and cloth, from which the deficients 
in the population have been supplied as 
well as could be. The difficulties in se- 
curing newly fabricated cloth, owing to 
the shortage of wool and the necessities 
of the armies, compels the Commission 
to rely practically altogether upon se- 
cond-hand clothing. Some twenty 
thousand tons of this material are 
needed during the next twelve months. 
Through the kind offices of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross over five thousand tons 
have already been collected and further 
collections are going on. The Com- 
mission hopes that the American. people 
will continue to support the Red‘ Gross 
in supplying this great human need.
